RUSSIA ON THE PAMIRS. 
19th Oct. 
‘Tus Reuter’s telegram which we publish 


to-day goes a good way towards 
explaining the inaction at Peking at 
which we have all been wondering, but 
not as those who have no clue. We 
hinted on ‘Thursday, and before, that 
“China is very fortunate, and some 
European complication may possibly 
come to her assistance now.” It has 
apparently come. ‘here have not been 
wanting indications of it in the tele- 
grams published in our columus during 
the last week or so. It is, as usual, a 
Russian “scientific” expedition that has 
been exploring on the “Roof of the 
World,” as the Pamir steppes north of 
the Hindu Kush, in Turkestan, east of 
Bokhara and north of Kafiristan, are 
called. 

An Allahabad telegram which we 
ublished on Saturday, dated 22nd 
September, told us that the Russian 
exploring "parties had assumed an 
aggressive attitude on the Pamirs. 
Lhe scientitic pretence was audaciously 
abandoned. Captain Younghusband 
who, with Lieutenant Davison, has been 
travelling without an escort on this 
Roof of the World, where the great 
Victoria Lake is at an altitude of nearly 
2,000 feet above the top of Fusiyama, 
was driven back by the Russians, 
although there was a Chinese general 
on the Alichur Pamir who came to 
Lieut. Davisou’s assistance, aud tried to 
stop the Russians. “‘I'here can be no 
doubt,” said the telegram, “that the 
Russians have deliberately forced the 
uestion of their right to control the 
Pamirs between the Uhiuese boundary 
of Kashgar and the Afghan froutier at 
the Sarikul (Wood's Take), as laid 
down in the Granville Agreement of 
1873.” That this disquieting sug- 
gestion is not merely a product of 
 Russophobia which so often inspires 
the Indian Press, is shown by the ex- 
tract from the Russian paper, the Novoe 
Vrenya, which appeated among the 
telegrams published on Friday. ‘That 
journal was represented as’ saying: 
“Unless England desires war, it will be 
advisable to avoid meddling with at 
at Puwir, Central Asia, where a chi 
may be met unless the claims of Great 
Britain are supported by arms.” We 
can afford to treat with indifference 
the inspired and uninspired menaces of 
the Russian Press, which finds it 
politic to bombastise every now and then, 
in order to couciliate the Pauslavists ; 
but when it comes to the Russian use 
of force in territory to which they have 
no claims whatever, where our accept- 
ance of a check, however slight, is a 
grave danger to our prestige in India, 
we canuot afford to be indifferent ; and 
the Novoe Vremya will find that Great 
Britain is prepared to support her claim 
with arms. 

The fact is that Russia is not at all 
in comfortable circumstances. The 
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pp Alliance ties her down in Europe, 
and the somewhat half-hearted friend- | 
ship of France, who has just warned 
her that that friendship does not in- 
clude connivance at her seizure of: 
Coustantinople,is not a sufficient set-off 
to the Dreibund. Russia sees the 
Balkan proviuces growing strouger every | 
year, and piling obstacles on that side: 
in the way of her march to Stamboul, 
and her energies are now being devoted | 
towards opening up another road to! 
India. General Alikhauoff was sent to | 
spy out Afghanistan and captured there | 
u his disguise by the Amir; but if the | 
Ru: attack on India were made | 
through Afghauistan, her forces would | 
be worn out by the Afghan hostility 
before they could reach the Indian fron- 
tier, The new attempt is to be made by 
Bokhara and the Hindu Khush, the 
Cuarevitch having beeu sent to Iudia as 
a preliminary step, to let the Indians 
see something of their future lords. 
‘The Amir of Bokhara has been invited 
to Russia, and courteously informed 
that Russian troops will keep order for | 
him iu his territory during his abseuce. 
He may fare indeed like the hedye- 
sparrow told of in Avy Lear, which 

“fed the euckoo so lon 
‘That he had his head bit off by her you 

‘Then a “ scieutific” expedition with a 
large armed escort is sent to explore the 
Pamir steppes, with the results already 
mentioned aud a sequel still to be 
awaited. 

The importance of this is not confined 
to Englishmen and Russians in China. 
In 1873, when the Viceroy of India 
sent his return mission to the Amir of 
Kashgar across the Pamir steppes, they 
were occupied by the Kirghiz, but 
Lieut.-Col. Gordon, whose book, The 
Roof of the World, gives us a good 
description of this marvellous table 
land, mentions seeing a Chinese fort on 
the road from Sarikul to the plains, a 
fort “with high loop-holed walls extend- 
ing up the hills on both sides of the 
narrow valley mouth.” ‘The reconquest

interest to us all, Chiua and England

Russia to annex the Pamirs, and 
it is to be expected that Lord 
Salisbury will find it more im- 


portant to join China in withstanding 
Russia, than to join the other Powers | 
in coercing China. Russia must be 
withstood at once, the coercion of China 
can be postponed ; or in return for our 
assistance in keeping Eastern ‘Turkestan 
inviolate, China may be disposed to 
grant our demands without coercion. 
Anyway, China has, it seems, obtained 
a respite; but if she does not use it 
carefully, it may bring on her worse 
troubles. If the Chinese think that the 








inaction of the foreign Powers is due to 
fear of her strength ; if it gets bruited 





about the valley of the Yangtze 
that the foreigners did not dare to 
face the might of China’s braves ; 
things will rapidly go from bad to 
worse, and we shall. hope that the 
Americans and the French, who are 
interested with us in having their 
treaties observed, will not necessarily 
withdraw because circumstances compel 
England to hold off fora tine. All the 
Powers know the danger of letting the 
Chinese think that they have come off 
victorious iv a conflict with the West. 

We have now, it seems, the key to 
Russia’s indignant demand that the 
Porte shall allow her Volunteer steamers 
to pass freely through the Dardanelles 
with troops and arms on board, aud to 
her arrangement with France that she 
shall be allowed to use Saigon and other 
Indo-Chinese ports as coaling stations, 
as well as to her haste to forget the 
attack on the Czarevitch in Japan, We 
still hope, however, that she will not 
proceed to extremes. She is terribly 
in want of money, for her attempt to 
float a 3% loan in Paris is evidently a 
failure, {¢ was put off too long, France 
might have taken it up had it been 
emitted when the country was in the 
first flush of enthusiasm over the 
Croustadt reception. Now France has 
had time to think it over, and the 
roseate glow has died out. ‘hat the 
Czar of Russia wants war, we do uot 
believe; but he is obliged to pauder to 
the Pauslavists, aud they, apparently, 
are not sufficiently appeased by the 
pretentious commencement at Vladivo- 
stock of a railway which the country 
has no money to complete. ‘Their idea 
is that if they can keep us occupied in 
Central Asia, they remove the main 
obstacle to their advauce on Constan- 
tinople ; but it will not be the first time 
that they have reckoned without their 
host. 











THE PROGRESS OF THE CONGO 

STATE. 
eer Ta 
(contEiBureD.) 
20th Oct. 
‘Tex years have elapsed since the time 
when’ Stanley, ascending the Cougo 
River and founding the stations of Vivi, 
Issanghila, Manyauga and Leopoldville, 
laid the basis of what was going to 
become the new Independent State. 
‘Thanks to the explorations undertaken 
till 1885 under the patronage of the 
“Association Internationale Africaine” 
and later on by the State Agents, the 
immense white spots that formerly 
extended over the map of Africa are not 
far from being covered. Until 1885, 
hardly 3,000 kilométres of river had 
been ascended by the steamers of the 
“ Association Internationale Africaine ”; 
to-day, over 12,000 are open to naviga- 
tion. 

Whilst the State proceeded to the 
gradual occupation and to the pacific 
conquest of its provinces, it at the same 
time more and more extended its 
civilising influence. Its territory was 





‘administratively divided into twelve 
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districts at the head of which commis- | 


sioners were placed whose duty it wos, 
by means of a series of reconnoitring 


parties aud tours of inspection, to give ' 


a larger influence to the action and 
influence of the State. ‘The result of 


that policy was to establish public‘ 


order and security in all parts of the 
territory where there are factories and 
anissions. 

The central government consists of 
two Departments :—I. Foreign Affairs 
and Justice, 2, Finances and Interior 
charged also with the police of the State 
and the transports. ‘The local Africa 
Aduninistration includes one Governor- 
Geueral, one Vice-Governor-General, 
State Inspectors and three service 
managers. 

Immediately after its constitution, the 
Government busied itself with substitu- 
ting the régime of law for the anarchy 
which had long secured impunity to all 
kinds of abuses. hey created every- 
where a judicial organisation which 
works regularly and extends its influence 
all over the Lower Congo, so that the 
natives, even for their private disputes, 
are getting more and more accustomed 
to have recourse to it. A peual code 
was promulgated in 1886 and com- 
pleted in 1888. Certain parts of the 
civil and commercial legislation have 
already heen decreed. A superior coun- 
cil has been created which along with 
the Court of Appeal is a consultative 
body for the study and the elaboration 
of the various codes of the State. 

The social state has worked since 
1886 in the four offices of Banana, Boma, 
Matadi and Leopoldville. 

In 1885, the foreign population 
amounted to 254 foreigners ; in 1890 
it amounted to 744. ‘The mortality 
was 7.08 per cent. in 1885, aud was 
only 4.80 per cent. in 1890, 

‘A land system was established on a 
legal basis by several decrees and ordi- 
uances, the first of which is from the 
22nd August, 1885. Land cultivated 
by foreigners—and liberal principles 
regulate the acquisitious—are conse- 
quently placed onder a system afford 
ing all the guarantees existing in civi- 
lised countries, In 1885, beyond Ma- 
tadi there were only five private estab- 
lishments all belonging to missions. 
Mo-day there are 45, without counting 
the government stations. On the other 
hand, the Government has taken special 
dispositions with a view to prevent the 
natives being despoiled and deprived of 
their rights by fraud or violence. 

‘Whe postal service has been in working 
order since 1885 and the movement with 
foreign countries progresses rapidly. 
In 1886, it was 33,140; in 1887, 
50,814; in 1888, 51,264; in 1889, 
53,428, and in 1890, 74,988 objects. 

‘The cartier service in the region of 
the cataracts, the only way along the 
river’ from Matadi to Leopoldville, has 
also taken a large extension: from 
1,200 burdens carried in 1883, they 
reached 80,000 in 1890, and thousands 
of packages are still accumulatig in 








Matadi. ‘These difficulties will only! 








| disappear after the completion of the 
| railway which will connect the navig- | 
‘able parts of the Upper and of the; 
Lower Congo and which is in course of | 
execution. Moreover they are an auspi- 
cions omen of its future activity. 

The public force reached on Ist 
January, 1891, 121 European officers 
and 3,127 men, of whom a large propor- 
| tion were recruited in the country itself. 
| The troops are given good food and are 
| well treated, and the disciplinary rules 

lo not differ much from those in use 
‘in the African colonies. ‘The troops 
jare divided among the 12 districts: 
| whilst they are performing the duties of 
| police force around the stations and 
along the great river ways, they give to 
the commissioners the support necessary 
to develop the exploration of hitherto 
unknown regions,and constitute a strong 
line of defensive posts against the man- 
hunters. 

‘The Marine includes to-day:—On the 
| Peper Congo five large steamers of 1,500 

loads, six smaller steamers, five steam- 
launches, seven lighters. ‘Two more ves- 
| sels are in course of building. Between 
Manyanga and Issanghila three lighters 
are plying; on the Lower Congo, 
two steamers, four steamlaunches, one 
steamer and ten lighters and barges. 
‘The navigation stores have been doubled 
during the last two years. 

As regards the sanitary conditions, 
which of course were very defective at 
the beginning of the occupation, they 
have since been much improved. In 
1885, there were only two physicians 
in the service of the State ; there are 
now ten, aud medical attendance is 
given free of charge to the white and 
to the black men on service in the 
stations, and to the natives of the 
vicinity. Everything possible is done 
to make the use of vaccine general ; 
chemist’s shops are established at all the 
stations : a sanitarium will be erected 
this yeur. ‘The necessary precautions 
have been taken to prevent the intro- 
j duction and the spreading of contagious 
diseases, to isolate contaminated per- 
sons and to disinfect vessels. 

At first, the expenses were larger 

than the income derived from trade 
in the shape of various taxes, and 
itis natural that in a new colony the 
resources of taxation are limited by the 
necessity not to impede, from the out- 
set, by too heavy taxes, agricultural 
and commercial enterprise. ‘Therefore 
in 1890, only one tax amounting 
to the quarter of the total amount of | 
the budget of expenses was levied on | 
| the various enterprises established in 
the territory of the State. The re- 
mainder was provided by a contribution | 
| of two millions from the Belgian State | 
| and by a gift of one million liberally put | 
at the disposal of the Independent State ! 
by HLM. Leopold II.

Navigation has developed. Formerly 
the whole maritime movement was cou- 
centrated in the harbour of Banana ; 
to-day all the Upper Congo as far xs 
Matadi is au immense harbour open to 
the largest ships.

From the moral and religious point 
of view enormous progress has been 
made: a number every day larger of 
missionaries devote themselves to the 
moral regeneration of the black men 
and open schools for their instruction, 
‘The State has about thirty missions 
(Belgian, English, American, Swedish) 
on its territory which is open to all 
sects. ‘The State gives them. its sup- 
port and its protection and the best 
proof of it is that a larger number of 
missions have established and maiu- 
tained themselves in the Congo than in 
any other part of Africa. 


‘The protection of the black men and 
the respect for their rights have been 
secured, thanks to a special law of 8th 
November, 1888. Since it was put into 
execution, slavery has disappeared from 
the Lower Congo, but there remained to 
apply its humane dispositions to the re- 

ions which are beyond the direct and 
immediate influence of the public power. 
This work is now being done and with 
success, as well by direct prosecutions as 
by preventive means, such as the pro- 
hibition of the traffic in fire arms and 
the trade in spirits. (Decrees of 11th 
October, 1888, and 28th January, 1889.) 

At present it is only in districts 
under the influence of stations, along 
the water ways, where the policeing is 
regularly done by the steamers, that’ 
the slave trade begins to be seriously

SIXES AND SEVENS AT PEKING.

Iy a recent issue of the Financial 
Standard is a rather amusing article 
headed “Chinese Sevens and Sixes.” Its 
object appears to be to recommend to 
“the attention of ‘boomers’ the secu- 
tities of China, the sevens and sixes of 
recent years in particular.” ‘Then it 
diverges into a series of statements as 
to the financial capture of China by 
Germany, with special reference to an 
announcement it made on the Ist of 
August, “that a treaty as against Rus- 
sia had been concluded between China 
and Germauy ;” a treaty which has 
been kept uncommonly dark.

Proclamations are not enough. Scientific 
truths should be instilled into the 
minds of the young, both of the rich 
and poor families, fi is not: the poor 
only that need teaching simple truths, 
for on account of the lack of science in 
the Chinese educational course, rich 
youths are as ignorant on questions 
connected with the féngshui and the 
like superstition as the poor. Even the 
rich are liable when not originally 
possessed of clearness of mind to be 
very superstitious and this renders them 
cruel. ‘They may indeed escape from 
the dominion of superstition by exten- 
sive reading, ‘The study of history and 
politics in China is most useful in 
expanding and liberalising the mental 
faculties, aud itis this that has given to 
the high officials of thepresent time their 
civilised superiority to their country- 
men. 'I'hey are well watched by the con- 
suls and the missionaries ; their public 
actions are gauged very carefully and 
every document emanating from them 
is attentively read, ‘The Wuchang and 
Chihli Viceroys are thought well of for 
sincerity, while most others are charged 
with duplicity. If they issue pro- 
clamations favourable to the mission- 
aries, people say that theyarehiding their 
trne opinion under a loud of delusive 
phrases, and they are loudly condemn- 
ed for duplicity. " Probably the duplicity 
these men exhibit is rather shown when 
they pretend before their own country- 
men to regard the charges against 
the foreigners as possibly well-founded. 
‘They do this tomake themselves popular. 
But in writing to the government they 
can speak their true mind. They are 
accustomed to act in much the same 








way when for example Kwan-ti, God of 
War, is said to and work some 
great deliverance; then these liberal- 
minded viceroys who have learned broad 
views and drawn culture from the stud;

popular ideas and recommend that the 
god shall be rewarded with a monu- 
mental board. Yet even the best of 
them would be better for learning the 
truths of western science. If these 
men require enlightenment how much 
more the masses? Some of us can re- 
member the Bristol riots and the New- 
port riots of more than half a century 
ago, political riots without savage fea- 
tures like those of China. Since that 
time ecducation in England has gone 
forward with extreme vigour. The best 
advice we can give to China is to edu- 
cate her people so that the working 
classes shall understand the laws of 


physics and the properties of natural |i 


objects. This they sorely need to 
draw them away from the false and mis- 
chievous theories which have hitherto 
been in vogue. We educated our 
‘own people to dispel the cloud of 
popular ignorance which was fraught 
with mischievous possibilities. We 
advise the Chinese to do the same. 

The staff they might employ is large. 
‘The M.A. examinations give the govern- 
ment a control over two hundred thou- 
sand literati, The first step should be 
to have the whole of this large body of 
educated men taught, on penalty of 
exclusion from the examinations, phy- 
sical science and the elements of Chris- 
tian knowledge so far as to enable them 
to judge correctly of the working of 
missions and to comprehend the causes 
of the missionary propaganda, ‘The next 
great step should be to establish schools 
for the working classes in city and 
country to be supported by local rates. 
Iu these schools a large proportion of 
the 200,000 would very properly find 
occupation. But beside these there is 
another 200,000 educated men who are 
too poor to attend the examinations 
after they have entered B.A. These 
might be taught to use the same text 
books in giving instruction to the 
children of the working classes both 
boys and girls. ‘The ground on which 
the government has hitherto always pro- 
ceeded in the examination system is to 
train men for the magistracy. This too 
limited idea of the object of education 
ought to give place to a more enlarged 
view. Education is properly that method 
by which men and women are trained for 
the duties of life. China ought ex animo 
to adopt this improved view of the scope 
of education and employ her half million 
of bachelors of arts in carrying it out. 
In 1870, Tséng Kuo-fan made an 
official investigation of the charges 
brought against the Sisters of Merey 
at Tientsin and found them to be false. 
During this year's riots there have been 
similar findings as the result of official 
investigations. But have they pro- 


















duced the effect they should have had 
in allaying popular suspicion? No. 
The only solid cure for rioting next to 


the strengthening of the local executive 
authority is to spread among the people 
everywhere education of a western type.

‘The off 
cials themselves in this province are more 
“allowed” on sufferance, than submitted 
toas rulers. At least half, if not more, of 
the army of China is recruited from its in- 
habitants, who are universally allowed to 
be, by all their compatriots, the biggest 
rowdies in the Empire. The Imperial 
Government called upon to accomplish the 
task set before them, must in their hearts 
acknowledge their impotence, although at 
the same time they will probably plead for 
time ; “‘ procrastination being the soul of 
diplomacy in China” at any rate. Should 
the army be called upon to suppress 
any disturbance that might occur, the 
natives of the province itself would pro- 
bably revolt and join the army of the 
disaffected (whether you choose to call 
them by Kolao Hui or any other name be- 
longing to the innumerable secret societies) ; 
the Anhui portion of the army would then 
have to be called upon, with the result 
civil war. Meanwhile the secret societies 
welcoming all those soldiers who through 
want of properly paid. wages, and all those 
civilians who from over-taxation, feel 
aggrieved, would become (in a shorter time 
than they will at present) a body sufficiently 
powerful to shake the dynasty to its founda- 
tion. 

Second item.—Failing the immediate 
opening of Hunan, the Woosung forts are to 
be taken, and the revenue of the Shanghai 
Custom House attached—a task which 
with forty allied vessels is certainly easy 
enough, but which before being attempted 
seriously must require precautions or re- 
sources, that are at present very much in 
the dim distance. As pointed out under 
item 2 of the programme, anything tend- 
ing to weaken the apparent strength of the 
Peking government must largely increase 
the numbers of would-be rebels, Foreigners 
are now widely distributed from Peking to 
Hanoi, and it would be manifestly dan- 
gerous and unfair to leave them isolated ip 
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far distant localities whilst such a tremen- 
dous blow was struck at the central power. 

‘An army of oceupation, of no mean 
calibre, is required, or all foreigners must 
be requested to consolidate at different 
places where they can find protection ; and 
which Power is in the position at present, 
or has the intention, of either garrisoning 
the ports, or (as in the case of calling in 
foreigners), of commencing a war with 
China, never mind which party has the 
upper hand ? 

Tt comes to this: the destruction of 
Woosung and the seizure of the Shanghai 
Customs would probably mean anarchy ; 
cities would be seized by the rebels, and 
whether they or the Imperialists gained 
the day might possibly be a problem 
extending over years, and is too big a 
subject to discuss. 

‘The fact intended to point the moral of 
this discussion, is that (if correct) the For- 
eign Powers have opened their mouth too 
wide, and having done so, have in reality 
placed the Peking Government in a position 
from which they can “shilly shally ” out 
(without doing more than degrading a few 
officials and punishing some more coolie 
men) without doing what they ought to be

‘HE ENGLISH MAIL PAPERS. 


Eauty in September we published a 
Reuter’s telegram according to which the 
Paris Sidcle Imd stated that the reception 
of the French naval squadron at Cronstadt 
could tivt blot out the ubjections of France 
to allaw Russia to occupy Constantinople. 
‘The Siécle’s urticle, » very important one, is 
thus sunnnarised for the T'imes by ite Paris 
correspondent :— 

‘The Siécle reproves in very intelligible 
language the enthusiasm of the Novosti in 
certain utterances of what in France would 
surely ‘be called Chauvinism, in reference to 
the results likely to follow from a Russian and 
‘Turkish rapprochement. ‘The Novosti appears 
to believe that the aim of Russia in assuring 
to itself a free and permanent passage by the 
Bosphorus is only to aid France in the réle of 
Keeping peace in the Mediterranean and to 
repress the ambition of England. ‘This, thinks 
the Sidele, is rather too much to ask of France. 
France would never think of allowing Russia 
to occupy Constantinople, nor is there any 
Frenchman who would venture to call Russia 
a Mediterranean Power, or to imagine that 
Russian intervention is a necessity in securing 
the stability of that sea. England’s rights 
are quite as definite as Russia’s. —‘* Russia,” 
saya the Sidele, * count on the support 
of France in its Oriental diplomacy, provided 
we have constant, proof that it is, like us, 
firmly attached to the doctrine of the integrity 
of the Ottoman Empire. We do uot believe 












































may conclude, then, that France does not 
believe that Russia has any ciance of 
wresting India from us; for as the object 
most at the heart of every European nation 
nowadays is the extension of its commerce, 
we may be quite sure that there is noue 
which would more willingly see India in 
Russian bands than in ours. 

Tt has always been a danger for us, how- 
ever, that there is too much temptation to 
the other European powers to allow Russia 
a free hand in Asia in consideration of her 
leaving Turkey alon Between the Pans- 
luvists and the Nihilists, the unfortunate 
Czar is obliged to have some enterprise of 
aggrandisement under way. At one time 
Corea was to be absorbed, but the Chinese 
Minister there, Yuan, uiade such very uu- 
mistakeable representations to the Corean 
ministers who were in the plot, that it fell 
through for the time. Curiously enough, 
Russia has a very exagyerated idea of 
China's a.ilitary power, aud the tra 
Sib-rian railway bas been started to amuse 
the Panslavists, who are teld that China 
cannot be grappled with successfully and 
Corea taken until that railway is built. 
Meauwhile Russia must do something, and 
the attempt on the Pamirs follows. The 
following extract from a letter of the 
Standard’s Odessa correspondent is very 
interesting at this juncture. Perhaps we 
hall see before long wh-ther Viadivostock 
impreguable ; but it will be remembered 
that it is not so very long since the whole 

ritish squadron made their way into the 
harbour there and took up their assigned 
positions, without a single Russian knowing 
they were there until the fog lifted the 
next morning.

Thave before called attention to previous 
expeditions leaving European Russia for the 
exploration of Tibet and the territory along 
the northern frontier of China, und now 
another expedition is being arranged for the 
so-called exploration of that country.

against them, But, if Russia is at liberty, 
a aie now is, to build oa big a lst us she 
likes at Sebastopol, does anybody think that 
an impalpable understanding will bar the 
Dardanelles to that fleet? 1’ will come out, 
when it wants to come, when it is strong 
enough to come. and when there is nobod; 
stronger at hand to beat it back. ‘The Sultan's 
firman is not necessary to let it out, and the 
Sultan's forbidding is certainly not strong 
enough to keep it in. What there is at the 
back of the new arrangement, as reported, of 
insolence to other Powers, can bo. easily 
adjusted if, those Powers choose.

Although everything is quiet here at pre- 
sent, the authorities no doubt feel: their

opened to doctors called to attend urgent 
cases, Tt was stated in the proclamation 
that this old custom. was brought into force 
again for the better keeping of order in 
case of fire, and as a preventive against rob- 
bery and plunder generally. 

A meeting was held at the Club on the 
16th instant, under the Chairmanship of 
‘H.B.M.’s Consul to discuss the question of 
Arms.—The Consul said that he could 
procure from Hongkong 60 Martini Henry 
rifles and ammunition, for £150, and would 
like to know the views of those present 
with regard to buying the said riffes. After 
a discussion as to meeting this expenditure, 
or the usefulness procuring the rifles, 

Mr. Siomssen said the first question to 
decide was, now that affairs seemed quiet, 
the advisability of continuing the formation 
of the Volunteer Cu1 subscription 
list had been on the table at the Club for 
many days and only few men had put 
their names down for subscriptions. 

Mr. Chambers proposed that the Consul 
telegraph to Lord Salisbury, that as our

All continues peaceful at our port; but 
8 peace which requires the presence of four 
gunboats to maintain is uot very satis- 
factory. We wonder anxiously and often 
when steps will be taken to raise the state 
of siege under which we live. The authori- 
ties are busy, both here ad in the region 
round, in making considerable stir, but 
with results not at all proportioned to the 
efforts put forth. Six more rioters were 
seized at Wusueh, and taken to the district 
magistrate, to be immediately liberated 
again. The half dozen Huangpi paw 
brokers have been carefully tried for their 
being in possession of the blocks of that 
abominable book Kwei Kiawkai-s, and 
widely circulating it. As was to be ex- 

ted, being all buttoned men, they were 
found not to blame ; but the story that the 
party really guilty had died was too much 
for even our Vicervy to swallow, so a new 
trial is ordered. In the country districts 
the magistrates want to make # census of 
the native Christians in order to 
better protection, but the Chris 
very dubious about giving more informa- 
tion than they can help. They have 
ambition to have their uames registered in 
the yamén, and with good reason, for it 
means mischief. 

A most important document has turned up 
entitled “The Hunan Agreement.” It has 
been frequently rumoured that the Hunan 
literati and gentry were holding meetings 
to plan our expulsion, Now they wih us 
to know the conclusions to which they have 
come, and publish the same in a broad-sheet 
the size of the Daily News. 
seven articles expressed in most pointed 
‘and businesslike language. They deal 
with the meant by which shall be exter- 
minated all local Christians, all travelli 
Christians, pro-Christian officials, foreigners 
who come to Hunan, and finally foreign 
devils generally. It tells us how the men 
and money shall be raised, etc., and all 
with the gracious permission of ‘the Em- 

‘The Kolao Hui is not “in it.” Te 
is satisfactory to learn from Article VII 
that they are not to burn and destroy any 
more foreign property, but to confiscate 
it for the benetit of the funds. 

Tt would hardly be concluded from this 
that no province in the empire is ao little 
able to defend itself from an enemy, 
let alone attacking, as that inhabited by 
these fire-caters. ‘The total military force 
of Huvan is 12,000 men nominally —actual- 
ly perhaps half of that. With regard to 
military as to all other matters they have 
been anti-foreign. ‘There is nota rifled fire- 
arm in the province, big or little. They still

“Practically 
there has been a proclamation of martial 
law. Guards are set by uight wud dey, 
pickets of auldiers are ‘stationed at cach 
of the mission houses, the city gates are 
carefully watched, entrance and egress are 
By two lanes made by a rope strutched 
along the centre uf the gate roads past the 











guard houses, and suspicious characters ure 
at ouce arrested. ‘The capital Chinese 
custom by which each neighbourhood 





made responsible for its own inhabitants is 
put into full force. Each neighbourhood 
ia obliged to announce to the authorities 
anything suspicious about an inhabitant on 
pain of being held guilty of his misdomean- 
ours. The result of all this is that even the 
ordinary loafers and gamblers of the stroots 
have fled and unwonted quiet reigus, The 
fear is now from without, not from within ; 
the common people are terrified at the 
prospect of a war with foreign Powers. It 
is generally believed mony them, however, 
that their mandaring, with the sule excep: 
tion of Li Hung-chang, want war and are 
quite ready to face the outer world, 

Oue thing is certain, that the high man- 
darius can keep order here, and as long as 
they see no reason in the action of Peking 
te alter, they will keep the peace for us. 
‘The shadow of a wink from the capital 
would change all this.

It is another proof of the central 
government's complicity in the late riots, 
and I quite agcee with the Rev. Dr. Johu 
in his letter as published in your issue of 
the 14th ult., wherein he says: ‘The 
whole movement in my opinion is to be 
traced to a Government policy, aud it is 
with the Government and its policy the 
Great Powers are called upon wow to deal.” 
Any other country would have shown the 
devpest regret at what had vccutked.” Tt. 
would have quickly seized and punislied the 
real offenders, and it would have readily and 
obligingly settled the claims of the sufferers, 
showing thereby its earnestness and ita 
innocence. In China, on the contrary, 
on is obtained with difficulty if

laws as individuals. Seeing an individual 
ing as we do the Chinese at. prosent, 
we should very soon come tu the couclusion 
that he is not sincere, that he is couceal- 
ing something, and 'we should strongly 
suspect him of complicity, to say the least, 
in the foul play. ;

according to law all criminal characters 
found circulating false rumours or causing 
disturbance. The Viceroy issued several 
proclamations inculeating earnest advice, 
and ordered his subordinates everywhere 
to summon together the local gentry and 
ask them to press upon the people in their 
respective districts the necessity of main- 
taining a prudent attitude, and of not, on 
any account, creating a feeling of groundless 
alarm by lightly giving ear to false rumours. 
The various district officers concerned are 
assuredly deserving of punishment for their 
failure to take adequate precautions before- 
hand. The troubles in the Soochow district 
began with the Tanyang riot and the 
‘Magistrate, Ch'a Wen-ch‘ing, has accord- 
ingly been denounced and eashiered, ‘The 
acting Magistrate of Wusieh, Liu Shu-jén, 
the acting Magistrate of Kinngyin, Sun 
Yi-shon, the Magistrate of Yunghu, Yeh- 
huai-shin, aud Tangyo, the Magistrate of 
Ghinkuel, have all been deprived of their 
buttons.

From 
the successive reports received from the 
various district officers it appeared that 
all the criminals who had been arrested 
were found on examination to have 
been mierely sympsthisers present at the 
occurrence. The district officials wero 
consequently ordered to actin concert with 
the deputies appointed for the purpose in

having them again rigorously examined 
undertorture, but without. chaking their 


previous testimony. They have now been 
sentenced, according to their respective 
degrees of guilt and under the severest 
clause of the Iaw applicable in each case, 
to various forms of banishment in the 
diun, liu, and tw grades, or to bambooing.

to maintain peace and good order within 
its own territory may be duly fulfilled,

REMITTANCES TO YUNNAN YOR WORKING 
COPPER MINES. 

‘Tang Chiung, the Director of the Yiin- 
nan copper mines, submits a memorial int 
which he acknowledges the receipt of vari- 
ous sums from 8 number of provinces to 
provide the capital expenses of procuri 
the requisite supply of copper for mining 
purposes, and takes exception, in some 
cases, to the amounts forwarded as not in- 
cluding the eost of remitting the money, 
which amounts to a very considerable 
figure. For instance, the provinces of 

‘iangsi_ and Chékiang were called upon to 
provide Ts. 80,000 as mining capital during 
the 13th year of Kuang Hat, and during 
the 15th year of the present reign the sum 
required for the same purpose from Kiangsi, 
Chékiang, Fukien, Kuangtung, Hupeh, and 
Kiangsu amounted to Tis. 1,000,000. "This 
included, however, an item’ of ‘Tls. 11,900 
representing the ‘charge for remittance 
which ought to have been exclusive of tho 
above amount. Ten years ayo the sanction 
of the Throne was obtained for an arrang 
ment by which the cost of remitting mining 
capital to Yonan was to be defrayed by 
the provincial or customs authorities con- 
cerned. In the present instance, Kiangsi 
is the only provinee which attended to 
these instructions. Fukien paid the cost 
of forwarding its assessment as far ae 
Shanti and left the remainder to be 
charged to Yiinnan, All the other provinces 
mentioned paid nothing whatever under 
this head, and as Yiinnan has no means of 
supplying the debit. which this will eause 
in the public account, the memorialist asks 
that the provincial authorities may be called 
upon to make good the amounts which they 
ought to have forivarded in the first instance 
to cover the charge for remitting their 
respective assessments,—Rescript: Let the 
Board of Revenne take note.

THE DISSEMINATION OF AN‘IT- 
FOREIGN LITERATURE. 
To the Eulitor of the 
Nonru-Cutya Datty News. 

Sin,—Your issue of 29th Sept. contains 
a letter from me, calling attention to 
the dissemination in Huavgpi of one of 
the Hunan publicati 
“Death to the Devils’ Religion.” Our 
energetic Consul, Mr. Garduer, brought 
the case at once before the notice of the 
Vicurvy, and the Viceroy sent a deputy ta 
Huangpi to inquire intu the matter. A 
search was made by the Huangpi magis- 
trate, aud the state of things was found 
to be pretty much us I have already des 
cribed it. ‘The managers of the six pawn 
shops were taken to the yaméu, where 
they are atill kept in custody. The blocks 
were seized, and one was sent to the 
Vicorvy for his inspection. I am informed 
to-day that two of the block-cutters have 
been arrested, and that the third, who has 
gone to another city, is being searched for. 
Ou the Sth inst. T'was honoured with a 
visit from one of the gentry of Huangpi, 
whose acquaintance I made some mouths 
‘He wears a blue button (purchased), 
and is highly respected by his neighbours. 
He came to see me on behalf of the 
managers uf the pawn-shops, and especially 
on behalf of the ve by natives 
of Huangpi, He wanted to show me that 
these five are comparatively blameless, 
having got their supply of books from the 
sixth, which is owned by a native of 
the Anhui province. He begged that I 
would write to the Viceroy, and intercede 
on behalf of his friends. I told him that 1 
had uo influence whatever with the Viceroy, 
and that auy interference on my part would 
be useless. ‘This, however, he seemed 
slow ty believe. I tried to point out to him 
the wickedness of his friends; but he 
would have it that they were ignorant of 
the contents of the book, aud actually did 
uot know what they were doing. After 
some consultation, he handed me a bit of 
paper, and asked me to read it. I did sv, 
and found it to be a copy of the depositions 
of themanagors of the pawn-shops, taken 
down by. the magistrate himself at his 
office. It is an interesting document, well 
worth translating. I can only give an ex- 
tract. The magistrate writes that, having 
exrefully examined the parties concerned, 
he presents the following reliable state- 
ments: 

‘Huang Sin-cheng deposed—I am 76 years 
old, and a tstive of Anhui province I 
have been assisting at the Heu Seng pawn 
shop for more than twenty years. Hitherto 
Thave been a peaceable man, contented 
with my lot, law-abiding, and quite free 
from disorderly conduct. F rmerly there 
was in the shop an employé, named Feug 
‘Teh-teiien, a native of Yunghien in Hunan, 
In the 5th month of this year, Feng went 
jhome to soe his parents. "In the beginning 
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Lit was a good book (3 €§) which th 
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of the 6th month he returned, bi 

with him copies of this book. He said it 
| was issued by a Benevolent Hall (36 
in Changsha, I, however, paid noattention 
to what he eaid. In the middle of the 7th 
month, Feng Teh-tsiin was taken ill and 
died. When searching his baggage, I found 
in his box a number of blocks, and on 
further examination discovered them to be 
the blocks of this book. Besides the blocks, 
there were found in his box twenty or 
thirty copies of the book itself. Being 
spoken of as a good book, I willingly kept 
these copies, aud placed them on the ‘book 
staud in my private ron. I had no time, 
however, to read the bouk. About the end 
of the 7th month aud the beginning of the 
9th month, friends from the other pawn 
shops, at various times, visited mi 
certainly did not present them with copies 
of the book ; but they, seeing the books on 
the book-stand, each tovk a copy. This is 
the truth of the matter. I certainly have 
not been disseminating the book, or giving 
it away to be chanted. Neither is it a 
book cut or printed by me.

5 p.m. we put the boat out, and the first 
mate and one man went away to see if they 
could find a landing place, but they had to 
pall about two miles before they found a 
place, We saved two boxes of brexd (200 
pounds) and 20 gallons of water, but, when 
the vessel broke up we picked up some 
more stores that were washed on to the 
rocks, Three days after the vessel went 
on to the rocks it came on to blow a 
nd next morning there was 
nothing of the vessel to be seon, ‘Thero 
was no fresh water on the Island, only 
little that stood in the hgles of the rocks, 
and that was half aqlt, Twas 17 days on 
the Island until the weather moderated, 
when I took the 2nd mate and two men, 
with me in s boat to look for nssistance. 
Four men was all the boat could carry, a8 
it was only 18 feet long, 80 I had to leave 
wen men on the Island. We were six 
days in the boat, coming 260 miles. We 
left Borodino September 22rd, and arrived 
at Naha, Okinawa Island, September 28th, 
in the evening. I to Port Onten 
first but could get uo assistance from there, 
so I went on to Naha, the only place 
wherethere wereany steamers comingon the 
island. I wrote to the governor of Okinawa, 
and asked him for assistance to rescue the 
seven men from the Island, and also to 
send me to sume place were there was an 
American Consul, On October 3rd ho 
chartered the Japan steamer Taiyu-marn, 
to go wo Borodino and take the men off the 
Island,-and brought them back to N 
Oo October 7th we left Naha for Kobe on 
the steamer Shinanogawa. The steambont 
company did not charge anything for going

Te is joured among official circles that 
in connection with the importation of arn 
in which the Customs officer Magen is im- 
plicated, the Customs authorities have 
discovered an offivial despatch from General 
E ordering the 36 cases.

A message was 
sent by wire toinform the Viceroy of the ter- 
rible Kolao'sdeparture, 80 that suitable pre- 
parations might we made to receive him at 
the landing. If any high functionary had 
been making # visit to the southern metro- 
polis no greater bustle would have been 
ab-ervable among the provincial authorities 
in that capital. The city commandant 
paraded and got his troops ready, while 
the magistrate brought to the jetty several 
strong cages. The steamer at last hove in 
ht, but night was approaching, and night 
is fraught with danger of rescue, Early 
next morning, drums were sounded and, 
as far as the eye could reach, long lines of 
soldiers were seen with loaded fire arms 
drawn up in battle array. The moment 
Chén steppedashore a guatd of two hundred 
soldiers surrounded him and marched 
him to the Viceregal yamén. HE. Liu 
awaited him in high court with tho 
Provincial Treasurer, several Taotais, the 
Nanking Prefect, the two magistrates and 
a number of generals, Guards, soldiers, 
runners, detectives aud executioners crowd- 
ed every available foot of the immense yard 
and building. Probably no such tura-out 
had taken place since the intended visit of 
the Czarevitch, Chén gave an entirely 
different version of his confession as com- 
pared with what he gave before the Shang- 
hai court, but acknowledged that ho had 
committed three murders, The Provincial 
‘Treasurer then said : ‘According to the law 
on murder it is life for life. You have com- 
mitted three murders, and if you forfeit 
yoursnowit cannot beconsidered unjust even 
in your own mind.” The two magistrates 
were then ordered to summon the execu- 
tioners, who dragged Chén Kin-lung to the 
western gate or entrance of the Viceroy's 
yamén aud sent him to the other world by 
one blow of the knife. The other. three 
prisoners were kept on board and carried 
to Wahu for trial.
